SENATE. 
.  TuEspAy, Jan, 28, 1873. 
The Senate was called to order at 11 
o’clock, Licutenant Governor Brogden 
in the chair. 
Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 


d{r. Waring, of Mecklenburg, arose 
to a question of privilege to repel, he 
said an attack :made upon him 
by name in that morning’s issue of the 
“Sentinel.” Aslong as the attacks of 
that paper were directed against the 
Committee on Public printing and the 
Legislatnre, he had remained silent, but 
he could not longer ds so when at- 
tacked individually. The allegation of 
the “Sentinel” that one of the Editors 
of the News had been heard to say 
that they were indebted to him (Mr. 
Waring) for the public printing wasa 
very strange one if true, as he had never 
given either of them the slightest inti- 
mition as to how he meant to vote on 
the question. He had no acquaintance 
with but one of them, and that of the 
slightest character. He did not pre- 
tend to be altogether without personal 
vanity (what man was?) but his con- 
ceit had certainly not gone to that ex- 


treme as to . suppose he could 
control a Committee composed 
of gentlemen of so much _intel- 


ligence and character, and the whole 
Legislature besides. The imputing to 
him of such an influence and favor isan 
insult to each and every member of the 
Committee. The Sentinel further 
charged thatthe Committee of last 
session, of which he was a member gave 
the contract to Mr. Syme, and that, 
then, the Committee reported to the 
Legislature for its confirmation of the 
contract, all under the same law as to 
the matter as now existed. But it is 
well known that the law in this regard 
is not the same. By aspecial act of the 
Assembly afterwards, passed there in the 
interest of the Sentinel, the Committee’s 
award of the public printing was made 
a finalty. 

The Sentinel have charged that 
notwithstanding the last award of the 
Committee tothe NrEws, 9 out of every 
10 of the Conservative members of the 
Legislature would have given it to the 
Sentinel, but the Editor failed to 
state that the position’ taken 
by him (Mr. Waring) in the Senate, that 
tne award of the Committee could not 
be reviewed, was sustained by an over- 
whelming vote—only eight Senators 
voting in the negative. This was 
strange indeed if the Senate had the 
pewer to review, and at the same time 
9 out of every 10 of the members of that 
body were in favor of the Sentinel’s hav- 
ing the public printing instead of the 
News. The law referred to gave the 
whole matter in power to the Commit- 
tee, and took away the revising power 
of the Senate. The Sentinel further 
charged by implication that he (Mr. 
Waring) and certain friends of the 
NEws, entered into a combination to 
givethe public printing to that paper. 
There is nota word of truth in the 
insinuation. The Editor ot the Sentine/ 
is simply mistaken. He (the Senator) 
had never had any consultation at any 
time, at or before or since the Senatorial 
election, with any friend of the NEws, 
or even intimated to any person how he 
would vote in the Committee on the 
public printing. 

The insinuation that he belonged to 
any moneyed ring 1s absurd. No man 
as impecunious as he was could well 
gain admittance to any such ring. 

He had never even seen Swepson in 
his life, nor ever had any communicatiun 
with him or any friend of his in reference 
to any matter in which he was interest- 
ei. 

He (the Senator) had stood wy the 
“Sentinel” for two years, and he now 
stated that the sole reason he had not 
continued to stand by it was the course 
of that paper on the Senatorial question. 
He was no more responsible for 
the award of the Public Printing 
to the News than the other members 
of the Committee, but he was perfectly 
willing to assume the whole responsi- 
bility. Were it to do over again he 
would again give the printing to the 
News. The editur of the Sentinel said 
he would appeal trom Cesar to ‘the 
people. Well, he would invite him, as 
tar as his constituency was concerned, 
to discuss the question with him before 
the people of Mecklenburg. He might 
speak two hours, while he, (the Sena- 
tor) would confine bis reply to ten min 
utes, and then he might rejoin unti! 
next election, if he chose. He had no 
fears of the Sentinel, and would do 
nothing to soothe its ire or stay .its 
blows. 

Reports of Committees. 

Messrs. Love, from Committee on 
Propositions and Grievances, Murray, 
from Engrossed Bills, and Seymour. 
from the Judiciary submitted reports, 


Messages Received 


From House of Representatives trans- 
mitting several bills, which were appro- 
priately referred,and a resclution au- 
thorizing the General Assembly to send 
for persons and papers in the matter of 
the impeachment of Solicitor Henry, 
which was on motion of Mr, Merrimon, 
laid on the table. 

The hour having arrived for the Spe 
cial Order, which was the consideration 
of the Amnesty and Pardon Bill, owing 
to the length of the speeches we cannot 
ect ina report forthe Western edition, 
No vote wus taken -its further ccusid 
eration postponed till to-morrow, 

Mr. Respess took the floor in opposi- 
tion to the bill, and to reply to remarks 
of certain Senators who had preceded 
him in tavor of the bill. ft had been 
repeatedly charged that he had express- 
ed himself for mercy. He wus in favor 
of extending mercy tothe erring, but 
he wished to associate justice with 
mercy. His outraged constituency de- 
manded justice at his hands, and he 
would cast his vote accordingly. The 
speaker procecded to review the speech 
of Mr. Norwood, replying to and aa- 
swering the position taken by that 
gentleman, also to the remarks of Mr. 
Dunham, especially the reference made 
tothe forgiving spirit of Christ while 


nailed to the cross. ‘The speaker con- 
| cluded with a general charge of crimes 


upon Ku Klux organizations that he 
considered beyond the pale of amnesty. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Respess’ 
remarks, Mr. Love said he thought the 
matter had been sufficiently discussed, 
and to prevent a further waste of time, 
he felt compelled to call the previous 
question, but gave way to 

Mr. Seott, wao desired to defend his 
position as a member of the Judiciary 
Committe that considered the bill. 

He gaid that both sides of the ques- 
tion been faizly discussed, and no | 
diposicion shown to cut off debate on 
the question, and even now he was op- 
posed to the call for the previous ques- 
tion. He desired to see it discussed in 
a calm, cool and dispassionate manner, 
and he was rejoiced to see that the op- 
position had shown no great feeling in 
meeting the question. The first day the 
bill was introduced in the Senate, so 
mildly was it considered that a specta- 
tor would have looked upon the Senate 
as a “mutual admiration society.” 
The Senators from Randolph and Crae 
ven met the bill calmly and dispassion= 
ately, but what is the spirit now shown 
since the articles that have appeared in 
their organ? And now, since such 
enormous crimes are charged in their or- 
gan, how the pious soul of the Senator 
from Beaufort (Mr. Respess) is disgrunt- 
led! With all kindness to that gentle- 


/man, he would say that his speech this 


morning Was nothing more than a re- 
hash of 1871 stump campaign speeches, 
and better suited to his sable auditory 
in the lobby than before this Senate. 

He did not propose, in supporting 
this bill, to stand betwecn criminals and 
the bar of justice. It seemed to him 
that when the arm of civil law was not 
strong enough to maintain its own ma- 
jesty, when it could not protect itself, 
then the objact and purposes of these 
organizations were not altogether evil. 
When these outrages were committed, 
some almost by the light of burning 
varns upon the incendlaries, it seems 
we could teel as those men must have 
felt, and find no effort to conclude that 
these are purely cases for pardon and 
amnesty. 

The speaker referred to the position 
of Gov. Holden, who declared himself 
in favor of pardon and amnesty, and 
this bill contemplates no more than he 
purposed doing. He also referred to 
the example of all Christendom, as 
history shows, that exerciscd this clems 
ency immediately after revolutions. It 
was time that strifeshould be at an 
end. Immigration was kept back, our 
railroads at a stand still; no one to 
build them, Amnesty would wipe away 
al! show or sembivace of these organiza- 
tions, and a permanent peace the result. 
The speaker passed a high compliment 
upontthe address of the Senator from 
Grange, delivered yesterday, and 
thought its argument was clear and core 
clusive, 

Mr. Scott concluded by defininy his 
position. Representing the constituen- 
cy that he did, where no Ku Klux or 
kindred organization ever existed, not 
one ever seen or heard of, it was not 
reasonable to suppose that he would 
vote for amnesty and pardon for the 
murders of Honneycut and the Foscue 
family, but he thought it was right and 
would do so. 


Harris, colored, followed Mr. Scott in 
defence of the charges made by Sen- 
ators against his own color and their 
connection with the Union Leagues. 
He caused to be read the oath of the 
order of the Invisible Empire and ‘also 
the League oath. His speech was in 
defense of the orders of his party with 
a concluding exhortation to the oppo- 
sition to remain firm in their purpose to 
vote against the biil. 

Mr. Seymour was giad to see the 
spirit that had been exhibited by the 
Conservative members on this floor 
since the discussivon of this bill, and 
while he regretted to see the harmony 
disturbed that has characterized the 
session of the Senate, yet 1t becomes a 
neccssity ‘now. He regarded the bill, 
as it was, au insult to the members of 
the Union Leagues, Heroes of America, 
&c., in associating them with -the va- 
rious Ku Klux organizations, and sent 
an amendment to the Clerk’s desk pro- 
posing to strike out the names above 
mentioned from the bill. 

Mr. Seymour proceeded at some 
length in support of his amendment, in 
wich he charged sixteen octavo vol- 
umes of crime on the Kiux; &e, 
and said that the Conservative party 
could pass this bill, but the responsibil- 
ity would be on their shoulders. He 
did not wish to be understvod as making 
a charge on any member of the Senate, 
but against the pariy. 


Mr. Ailen next occupied the fioor in 
advocacy of the bill. He said he would 
not reiterate the sentiments expressed 
by able Senators on this floor in favor 
ot the bil!, but desired to call the at- 
tention of Senators to the inconsistent 
position taken by members ot the op- 
position party. They seem to admire 
the spirit of amnesty and pardon, and 
were the first and foremost to advocate 
it in the early part of the session. They 
say political offences ought to be con- 
doned for, the Senator frem Craven 
especially. They assert that the Ku Klux 
organizations are political—everybody 
knows that the Union Leagues were. 
Now put these propositions together-— 
here are political organizations formed 
for party purposes, both of which have 
committed political offences. What is 
the sequence? Is it not that this bill 
is eminently fitted ? And certainly the 
Senators that oppose this bill, stands 
guilty of gioss inconsistency. Much 
has been said by Senators of the Kirk 
war, and the impeachment of Governor 
Holden. Why wasit done? Do not 
allgof us know that Governor tlotden in- 
augurated in Noith Carolina a paper 
war, (1 so term it bcenuse no actual bat- 
ile ever occutcd,) and though he assum: 
ed to be guided by the \onstitution of 
the United ttates, yet he violated every 
letter of it. That instrament did not 
authorize him to perform his lawless 
acts. ’Lis weil known that the Consti- 
tution expressly forbids the suspension 
of the writ of habeas corpus, except in 


cettuin cases, and yet he did it. 
Whenever the writ of habeas cor- 
pus is suspended war is supposed. 


The other side of the House candidly 
admits that after warshotld come acts 


of pardon and oblivion for offences, 


| &e. The Senator from Craven (Mr. 
Seymour), in gathering authority where- 
on to lean his argument, seems to have 
ignored Phillips’ reports, that contain 
the decisions in the case of the State 
vs. Blalock, who plead the amnesty act 
for crimes committed and was pardoned. 
The opposition party objected to the 
impeachment of Holden because, they 
assert, that the circumstances justified 
his acts—that a revolution did exist and 
yct say that acts of oblivion should not 
be granted. Strange inconsisteacy. 
Why do they object to amnesty and 
pardon. It 1s easily told. Just before 
the election of August last, in tact on 
the eve of every election that has been 
known in this State for several years, the 
howl of Ku Klux! the terrible Ku Klux! 
is raised. What is it for? for the pur- 
se of intimidating voters. How many 
u Klux have heen convicted of crime ? 
Six, no more. How many have been 
arrested ? Thousands. As before inti- 
mated, on the eve of every election 
Deputy Marshals are sent out in every 
direction to scour the country with 
the howl of Ku Klux. Was not 
this the case last summer when honest 
voters were intimidated and kept from 
the polls? But for these Deputy Mar- 
shals North Carolina would now be 
Democratic in every branch of its gov— 
ernment. The opposition know that 
amnesty will defeat them; they know 
when this bill becomes a law their 
trump card is gone, and the death knell 
of their party will be sounded. This is 
why they are so much opposed to it. 
Why is it that members of the Repub- 
jican party now issue proclamation of 
amnesty? Capt. Durham left this city 
soon after tie adjournment of the Fed- 
eral Court and proclaimed a pardon to 
all the Ku Klux of Cleaveland county.- 
Would a Democrat dare attempt such 
athing? No, this power must be re 
served in the Republican party. 
He offered this bill at the suggestion 
of friends, and conscientiously believed 
he was acting for the general good and 
welfare of the State in doingso. He 
was pleased at the remarks of the Sena- 
tor from Wilson, Mr. Dunham, and en- 
dorsed them in toto. He hoped the 
Senate would consider the bill at once 
and let 1t pass to-day. 
A considerable discussion ensued in 
regard to postponement, and several 
votes taken, all of which failed. 
Mr. Ellis, of Catawba, offered the fol- 
lowing amendment : 
“That this act shall not apply to 
those who may be guilty of murder by 
actual participation or by advocating 
the same, unless such murder was com- 
mitted in retaliation for the crime of 
murder, rape or arson.” 
In favoring his amendment, Mr. Ellis 
said he was unwilling to vote on the 
passage of the bill in its present shape. 
He had seriously considered it in all its 
phases, aud must say that it had caused 
him deep concern. He represented the 
largest Democratic majority of any 
Senator on this floor, and that constitu- 
ency he must and would respect. He 
would not vote for pardon to the mur- 
derers of Honneycut and the Fosctre 
family. He hoped his amendment would 
pass, if so, he would vote for the bill. 
Pending the vote on the amcudment, 
the Senate adjourned.

Mr. McGehce passed in review the 
history of the impeachment trial. He 
asserted that of the many impeachment 
trials which had taken place in this 
country, there was no one, the proceed- 
ings in which, offered less ground for 
objection orcavil. Headverted to, and 
commented on the distribution of the 
powers of Government in the Constitu- 
tion. He maintained that the power of 
paidon belonged to the Executive—the 
Legislature could only exercise the 
power of granting amnesty. He stated 
at length the distinctions between the 
two, and maintained that any attempt 
by the Legislature tu exercise the power 
ot pardon would be an act of usurpa- 
tion. He maintained that the power of 
Parliament—so often referred to by the 
advocates of the resolution—could not 
be successfully invoked in its behalf. 
He dwelt upon and defined the differ- 
ence between them. He maintained, 
1st. That the pardoning power being 
conferred on the Executive was by plain 
implication inhibited to the Legisla- 
ture. 2nd. That the exercise of such a 
power would be contrary to all prece- 
dent—that there was no example of 
such a procecding in American history. 
3rd. That it would draw into the vortex 
of party politics the most solemn de- 
terminations of judicial tribunals, since 
as parties successively rose to power, 
they would reverse the judgment of 
adverse parties. 

Mr. Morrison next addressed the 
House on the matter under considera- 
tion. He said: 

Mr. SPEAKER—I[ was sorry when the 
gentlemar from Wake introduced this 
resolution. Its discussion will revive 
bitter memories of wrongs, while if not 
forgiven, ought at least,for the harmony 
of this body, to be forgotten. I know 
if it 1s voted down, as I most assuredly 
hope it will be, then the friends of Gov.

Lut, 
sir, I beg leave to remind the honorable 
ceutleman from Wake, that the disabil- 
ities under which these gentlemen labor 
are of an entirely different nature from 
those placed upon Governor Holden by 
the High Court of Impeachmen. That 
clause in the XIV aniendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, which 
deprives many citizens of the South of 
‘their most sacred rights, is known and 
acknowledged to be an act of party 
persecution, suggested by party expe- 
diency, and enacted in direct violation 
of our country’s Constitution, which 
says no bill of attainaer, or expost facto 
law shall be passed. It deserves to be 
ranked with the savage persecutions 
waged between the contending factions 
in old England three hun- 
dred years ago, rather than with the 
deliberate legislation of a Congress 
which claims to represent a great, en- 
lightened and humane people. 

On the other hand Wm. W. Holden 
was tried and convicted of high crimes 
and misdemeanors in office, not bya 
political party, but by the representa- 
tiyes of an injured people regardless of 
party affiliations. 

I care notshow to inquire into the 
causes of histrial. They are yet fresh 
in the memory of usatl., It is enough 
for our present purpose to know he vi- 
olated the constitution of our State, 
suspended her great writ of right, ex- 
hausted her judiciary, and in various 
ways heaped insults upon the genius of 
her free institutions. 

For it all, he was debased from the 
executive chair, and declared incapable 
of ever again holding an_ office 
of honor, trust or profit in our State, a 
punishment richly merited, and none 
too severe.

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IMMIGRATION—INDUSTRIAL 
CONGRESS. 


A proposition bas been made through 


the newspapers to hold an Immigration 
Convention, or Industrial Congress of 
the Southern States, at Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, about the first of May. 

The suggestion is endorsed by the 
Memphis Appeal and other leading 
papers. The Wilminglen Star, af'er 
publishing the comments of the Appeal 
in favor of immigration, putsin a plea 
also to stop emigration. The Sta? 
says truly, that as long as our people 
flee their homes, others cannot be in- 
duced to come here to live. 

A correspondent of the RaLeicu 
News, writing from Liverpool, whose 
letter we published and commented on 
afew days since, gave some of the 
causes which tended to impede Eu- 
ropean immigration to the South. 
These causes may be summed up in a 
few words: The want of united efiort 
on the part of the Southern States, the 
want of information 1n regard to our 
resources, climate,social and agricultural 
advantages, the want of active and re- 
liable agents in Europe, to represent our 
claims, and to remove the prejudices 
which have poisoned the minds of 
foreigners against us, and the want o! 


any regular system to turn the tide of 


European immigration which has been 
constantly flowing to the States of the 
North and North West. 

We have never known much practical 
good to result from Industrial Congresses 
or Immigration Conventions. No doubt 
the one proposed to be held at Mem- 
phis has a worthy and patriotic object 
in view, but we cannot say we have any 
hopes that its deliberations will result 
in any impetus to the cause it is called 
to foster and promote. Such occasions 
generally give rise to extended discus- 
sions, and usually end in smoke and the 
letting off a little superfluous gas by 
wordy delegates. 

We kave almost despaired of any 
concert of action by the Southern States 
on the immigration question. 

We think North Carolina should now 
strike out for herself, inaugurate a sys- 
tem of her own, and, as far as she may 
be able to dc so, carry it into effect. 

The first step in this direction should 
be to give reliable information to 
foreigners touching our soil, climate, 
productions, agricultural advantages, 
mineral. resources, together with such 
other information us may be deemed 
necessary and pertinent.

The bill and accompanying docu- 
ments are to be printed.

The 
young lady became alarmed and jumped 
irom the cart, but the man remained in 
it, when the railing suddenly gave way 
and man, mule and cart, were precipi- 
tated some 52 feet tothe bank of the 
creek below. On the way Mr. Piann 
slipped, in some manner, trom tlie cart, 
together with several bags of flour, aud 
these went down together, Mr. Phann’s 
foot going clear through a bag of flour 
as they brought up below: The cart, in 
its descent, struck against a projection 
of the bridge and fell about ten feet 
from the man. The cart was, of course, 
shattered and the mule instantly killed. 
Mr. Phann was taken up unconscious 
and carried to Fayetteville where he had 
recovered sufficiently to be abroad on 
Friday.
